High Blood 
Pressure 
During 
Pregnancy

Pregnancy-induced high blood pres. 
sure, also known as preeclampsia, strikes 
between 5 and 10 percent of pregnan 
women. It is not commonly seen in mos 
women with a first pregnancy, teenagers, 0; 
those women over 35 years of age. It may be 
easily detected and treated by early prenata 
care. The diagnosis of pregnancy-inducec 
hypertension is made when the woman’: 
blood pressure is 140/90 mm HG or greate: 
and when protein is detected in her urine 
Symptoms include headaches, blurrec 
vision, abdominal pain, swollen ankles anc 
rapid weight gain (5 or more pounds « 
week). Another useful indicator for the diag: 
nosis is a woman's complaint that her ring: 
have become too tight. 

Although little is known about wha 
causes this potentially fatal condition o 
how to prevent it, it can be cured with the 
delivery of the baby, which nearly in al 
cases, reverses the illness. For the most part 
preeclampsia does not occur until late in the 
pregnancy, usually*after the 35th week o 
gestation. When it does appear earlier witl 
mild symptoms, bed rest is most often pre 
scribed in order to postpone delivery for a: 
long as possible. This gives the unborn baby 
a chance to develop as much as possibl« 
inside the uterus. After the 36th week o 
gestation, when almost all babies can d 
well outside the uterus, more advancec 
cases of preeclampsia are treated by induc 
ing labor and delivering the baby.

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Nasal 
Congestion

Not being able to breathe easily 
through the nose is an annoying malady, 
which accounts for millions of physicians 
visits a year. Other symptoms may include a 
chronic runny nose, sneezing, itchy nose 
and nosebleeds, all of which may provide a 
clue to the underlying problem. 

The nasal cavity consists of a passage- 
way formed by two walls, the midline sep- 
tum and lateral wall. Everyone has a 
crooked septum. The cavity is lined by a 
carpet of mucosa that warms, cleans, and 
humidifies the air we breathe. The nasal 
cycle only allows us to breathe easily 
through one nostril at a time, alternating 
between nostrils every 30 minutes to 2 
hours. In bed, while on your side the nostril 
that is “down” will be the most congested 
and is relieved within a few minutes by 
rolling to the other side. 

Based on the normal nasal cycle, the 
abnormal sensation of nasal congestion is 
caused by either a unilateral or bilateral 
condition. The problem can be a structural 
obstruction such as overly-crooked septum, 
or excess thickening of the carpet lining due 
to chronic allergies. However, there are 
other serious causes for nasal congestion, 
which can be elucidated with the other 
accompanying symptoms by your physi- 
cian. 

If nasal congestion is due to a structur- 
al problem then surgery is the only relief. 
This usually entails a twenty minute proce- 
dure of straightening the septum and some- 
times reducing the lateral wall. Chronic 
swelling of the lining can be reduced with 
medication such as topical nasal steroids, 
antihistamines and/or oral decongestants.

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Fire Agate

Fire agate that at it’s best rivals top 
opal for mysterious color play - at a fraction 
of top opal’s cost. “It amazes me that the 
gem has never found a wider audience as an 
opal substitute,’ says Ray  Lajicek, 
Equatorian Imports Inc., Dallas. 

That time might be now, given the 
scarcity and expense of both fine black and 
white opal, plus a noticeable fall from favor 
of fire agate in the rock shop world. 

Fire agate owes its shimmering bril- 
liance and shifting colors to inner layers 
which have been thinly coated with an 
extremely iridescent material called 
“limonite”. In fine pieces, this iridescent 
layering is continuous throughout. More 
often, however, it runs in patches or when 
sustained is weak. 

All of this makes cutting fire agate one 
of the less enviable of lapidary tasks. “It is a 
very difficult stone to cut,’ says Loreen 
Haas, Crown Gems, Sherman Oaks, CA. 
“You have to adhere to the curvature of the 
color layerings, which severely limits the 
number of cabochons you can make.” 

At its best, fire agate has ember-like 
flashes of red and orange that seem to glow 
in a manner reminiscent of white-hot coals. 
The experience of seeing such a stone is, in 
our opinion, unforgettable and explains at a 
glance the magnetism of fire agate for men. 

Not all fine fire agates resemble burn- 
ing coals, however strong mixtures of blue 
and green are also very desirable. Strong 
blue is the most sought-after color in fire 
agate after red. The least desirable color 
everyone agrees, is brown.
